Predator Hunts For Comic 
Shop Success in '89 


Dark Horse Comics has one of the biggest 
hits of 1988 on its hands with the mor 
movie-inspired comics series Aliens; not con- 
tent fo rest on its laurels, though, the compa- 
ny has another film tie-in title set to Invade 
the comics shops in 1989, when a four-issue 
miniseries inspired by the successful Arnold 
Schwaizenneger film Predator makes its 
appearance. Predator, for the few CSN 
readers who might have missed this film, was 
the story of Dutch Schaefer, a mercenary 
who found himself the prey of an alien 
hunter who had chosen the Central Ameri- 
can jungles as his hunting ground. The 
sf/adventure version of The Most Danger- 
ous Game became a major box-office hit-- 
and'since It was a 20th Century Fox film (the 
same as Aliens), Dark Horse Comics already 
had an edge on securing the rights to a 
comic book serles inspired by the film. After 
all, Fox had seen the high quality of the 
Allens project, and knew that Dark Horse 
could deliver a successful comics series. 


The new four-issue full-color miniseries will be 
wiitten by Mark Verheiden, writer of Allens 
and creator/writer of The American for Dark 

|} Horse, and illustrated by Chris Warner, origl- 
nal artist on The American and artist/creator 
of Black Cross. The new series will not be a 
simple adaptation of the film, but will be an 
all-new concept based on the film's 
premise. In Verhelden's Predator, the action 
Is relocated to the streets of New York, 
where a series of brutal murders Is leaving 
behind a string of butchered, skinned 
corpses. Detective Schaefer, the big broth- 
er of Dutch Schaefer of the film, is assigned 
to the case, and begins an investigation that 
leads him on the trall of the Predators. 


The new limited series should debut Inn 
early 1989; CSN will let you know of the exact 
price and schedule as soon as that informa- 
tion Is available. 


Return of the Aardvark 


While Cerebus hasn't been away, the early 
issues of his comic book have certainly 
been scarce lately; since the Swords of 
Cerebus went out of print a few years ago, 
comic shop customers have found early 
Cerebus |ssues--new or reprinted--hard to 
come by. Now Aardvark-Vanahelm publlsh- 
er (and Cerebus creator Dave Sim) have 
announced plans to begin publishing a 
serles of Cerebus reprints, beginning with the 
first issue. These reprints will contain all the 
orginal story material, the orlginal Deni Lou- 
bert "Notes From the Publisher’ and letters 
columns, plus several pages of advertising. 


The first reprint should reach comics shops In 
early December with a $1.25 cover price.

The Upcoming Comics listing of scheduled titles 
and the dates that they should arrive in comics shops 
across the country. That doesn't mean that the books 
will always be in your shop on the date listed: some 
publishers ship from different parts of the country, 
and the farther away the publisher is from your local 
comic shop, the longer it will take the books to get to 
you. Publishers are sometimes forced to reschedule 
titles, and that might result in some date changes on 
some releases. We update these whenever possible. 

Each entry presents the title and number of the 
book, followed by the release date; if'a title doesn 
have a scheduled release date (some publishers 
merely say that their books will ship in September 
without giving a date), we don't give you a date. After 
that is the Publisher of the comic and the price. Ifa 
book you're looking for is on the index and doesn't 
arrive in a week or two after the date, be sure to ask 
the friendly folks at your comics shop; they may be 
able to update you on schedule changes that have 
affected that book. 

Hang on to this list! It presents the titles that are 
supposed to ship during the next three weeks. The 
first CSN each month lists every title scheduled to 
ship to ship that month.
